Arriving in Spain Oct. 31, Pope John Paul II kissed the 
ground at Madrid’s airport and informed his welcomers 
that he brought a spiritual, not political, message. 


He was greeted by Spain’s King Juan Carlos and 
Queen Sofia, many members of the Spanish hierarchy 
and government officials. The pope said his visit had ‘‘an 
exclusively religious-pastoral character, which sets it 
above political or partisan purposes.’’ He came, the 
62-year-old pope said, ‘‘to confirm my brethren in the 
faith, so that the light of Christ might go on illuminating 
and inspiring each one’s existence.” 


POLITICS HAD intruded in the pope’s visit even 
before it began. Originally rescheduled for mid-October 
1982 after being postponed in 1981 because of the 
attempted assassination of the pope, it was further 
postponed several weeks to avoid Spain’s national 
election. 


The election was won by the Socialist Workers Party, 
whose platform included support for divorce laws, 
legalizing abortion and decreased aid to Catholic schools 
— three positions which were opposed by the country’s 
bishops. 

But in the first three days of his 10-day trip, the pope 
highlighted spiritual values and their application in a 
secular world, expressed his support for the electoral 
process which brought the Socialists to power, and 
concentrated on such activities as honoring St. Teresa of 
Avila, the 16th-century Spanish theologian and mystic. 


THE PAPAL schedule called for visiting 17 cities and 
towns, celebrating 11 Masses, ordaining priests, blessing 
missionaries, presiding at a beatification and visiting 
Marian sanctuaries. It was the 16th trip outside Italy by 
Pope John Paul since the beginning of his pontificate in 
October 1978. 


His first major address was Oct. 31 to the Spanish 
bishops. 3 

“‘An important part of the episcopal function consists 
today in applying correctly the teachings of the last 
vcumenical council without deviations through defect or 
through excess,’ he said. Alluding to the Socialist 
electoral victory, Pope John Paul said Spain was 
experiencing a ‘‘socio-cultural transition of grand 
proportions’ and that Christians should ‘‘collaborate in 
the building of the temporal city. They must make heard 
their voice, consistent with the values in which they 
believe and respectful of the convictions of others.’ 


Bishops and ballots —A big year

WASHINGTON (NC) — Issues varying from family 
farms in Nebraska to the death penalty in Massachusetts 
to nuclear weapons in many places made this year’s 
election possibly a record-breaker for Catholic Church 
outspokenness on referendums and initiatives. 


The most visible issue obviously was the bilateral 
nuclear freeze, a proposal which has gained the 
endorsement of more than 150 U.S. bishops. The freeze 
was on the ballot in nine states, 14 counties and 15 cities. 
It passed in all but a handful. 


SOME BISHOPS lent their names to specific freeze 
referendum efforts, such as Cardinal John Krol in 
Philadelphia. Others, while not actually urging voters to 
back the freeze in their communities, have let it be known 
that they personally favor the concept. 

Bishops also supported freeze-related initiatives, such 
as in Cleveland, where voters approved an amendment to 
the city charter prohibiting city funds from being 
expended for civil defense efforts against nuclear war. 
Bishop Anthony M. Pilla of Cleveland had endorsed the 
amendment’s passage. 

Besides the freeze there were at least five other 
initiatives and referendums around the country on which 
the Church spoke out to one extent or another. On four of 
the five, though, the side the church favored lost. 

© In Nebraska the state’s three Catholic bishops and 
the Nebraska Catholic Conference issued a ‘‘strong 
endorsement”’ of an anti-corporate farming initiative 
which was referred to as the ‘‘save the family farm’’ 
amendment. The conference, in a resolution, said land is 
a resource to be cherished and used, not a commodity 
upon which to speculate. 


THE AMENDMENT to the state constitution was

corporate representatives, such as the Prudential 
Insurance Co. 


¢ In Minnesota the state’s Catholic bishops issued an 
eight-page analysis of the social costs of gambling in 
connection with a proposed state constitutional 
amendment permitting the legislature to authorize on- 
track parimutuel betting on horse racing. The bishops 
noted that gambling is morally neutral but subject to 
personal and social abuse. They also cited studies that 
legalization of gambling leads to increased _ illegal 
gambling, which in turns leads to a need for stronger law 
enforcement. 


Despite the bishops’ warnings, the parimutuel betting 
initiative was approved by the state’s voters. 


¢ In Massachusetts the bishops opposed a 
constitutional amendment permitting restoration of the 
death penalty in the state. To oppose capital punishment, 
the bishops said, is to affirm the sacredness of human life 
and to appeal for greater efforts toward the establishment 
of a more humane and just society. 


The death penalty, though, was approved in 
Massachusetts by about a 60-40 margin. 


¢ In Alaska the bishops urged passage of a state ballot 
measure that would have limited state abortion funding to 
life-of-the-mother cases. ‘‘We have come to the 
judgment,” the bishops said, ‘‘that not only is abortion 
immoral (but) the public funding of private, freely chosen 
abortion is bad public policy.’’ 

HERE AGAIN, though, the bishops were on the losing 
side of the initiative. Only about 41 percent of Alaska’s 
voters supported tightening the abortion funding 
regulations. 


¢ In both California and Massachusetts, voters were 
asked to approve state constitutional amendments on 
non-public school aid. The. California measure would 
have permitted loaning textbooks to students, a program 
struck down last year by the state supreme court, while’ 
the Massachusetts measure would have loosened the state 
constitution’s stringent prohibition on even indirect aid to 
parochial schools. 


Both suffered major defeats, in California by a 61-39 
margin and in Massachusetts by a 63-37 margin. 


Some have argued that the increase in ballot initiatives, 
such as on the nuclear freeze, is a sign of the declining 
faith of citizens in their elected representatives’ ability to 
represent their views adequately. Church involvement in 
those initiatives is a sign that many of the issues have a 
moral dimension as well.

ARMAGH, N. IRELAND — This Roman Catholic 
archdiocese was founded by St. Patrick, Ireland’s patron, 
in the middle of the fifth century. It is Ireland’s primatal 
see, having survived religious persecution in the past and 
the political divisions of the present. 


Though Ireland today is divided into a Catholic 
republic to the south and a mostly (two-thirds) Protestant 
province of Great Britain in the north, the Catholic 
Church in Ireland is one. The Irish bishops form one 
episcopal conference, and the present archbishop of 
Armagh, Cardinal Tomas O’Fiach, is the primate of all- 
Ireland; his archdiocese, in fact, covers both sides of the 
troubled border. ) 


BUT THE dream of one Ireland lives on here in 
Catholic hearts; to Ulster’s Protestants, who consider 
themselves British and not Irish, that dream is a 
nightmare, which has divided the two communities in a 
mostly verbal, but sometimes violent, conflict for the past 
13 years.

TRIP ON — The Vatican and 
Poland’s Communist government 
announced that Pope John Paul II will 
finally make his long-delayed return visit 
to his homeland beginning next June 18. 
The Roman Catholic Church in Poland is 
at odds with the regime there over 
restrictions on the independent trade 
union Solidarity, and the Kremlin has 
been critical of the pontiff, two of the 
reasons for the postponement of the trip, 
originally planned for last summer.

ARRESTED — Musa Cedar Celebi, a 
suspect in the May 1981 shooting of Pope 
John Paul II, was arrested Nov. 4 in 
Frankfurt, West Germany, and _ held 
pending extradition to Italy. The 30-year- 
old Turk is wanted by Italian police who 
are investigating a possible conspiracy in 
the papal assassination attempt. 

CHARGES — The Philippine 
government plans to charge two Catholic 
missionary priests with murder in the 
killing of a local mayor, said the 
commander of the Marcos regime’s anti- 
guerrilla forces. The two priests are 
Columban Fathers Brian Gore of 
Australia and Neil O’Brien from Ireland. 
The bodies of seven of Father Gore’s 
parishioners were found on the mayor’s 
farm. 


SUPPORT — Treland’s Catholic 
bishops have expressed support for a 
proposed constitutional amendment 
designed to protect the lives of unborn 
children. The amendment declares that 
the state ‘‘acknowledges the right to life of 
the unborn and, with due regard to the 
equal right to life of the mother, 
guarantees in its laws to respect, and, as 
far as practicable, by its laws to defend 
and vindicate that right.”’

“ PARADISE HILLS — A ‘“‘very 
diverse parish,’’ peopled by Guamanians, 
Filipinos, Spanish-speaking and English- 
speaking persons, gathered last Sunday 
for a Mass to mark the 25th anniversary 
of the founding of their church. 


Known as ‘‘the Catholic Church of 
Paradise Hills’’ when it was founded in 
1957, in 1958 it was dubbed St. Michael. 
The first Mass was celebrated in a home 
on Alleghany Street. A vacant theater in 
Lincoln Acres became the church when 
more space was needed. 


THE FIRST Mass was celebrated in 


the permanent St. Michael on Homedale 


Street on May 10, 1959. Paradise Hills 
Catholics still worship in the “community 


_church”’ that is tucked away in a pocket of _ 


winding residential streets. 


Father Anthony May, an associate at 
St. Michael since 1976, characterized the 
church as ‘‘heavily ethnic’’ and ‘‘very 
diverse’? because of the numerous 
nationalities that congregate there. 


He estimated 50 percent of St. Michael 
is Filipino, 10 percent Guamanian, 15 
percent Spanish-speaking and 25 percent 
English-speaking. 


‘‘THERE’S A fairly good spread of 


nationalities on the (parish) council,”’ 
Father May said. ‘‘The idea is to try to 
help the different nationalities feel they 
are an integral part of the parish.’’ 


That has not always been an easy task 
in the 5,000-person parish, but relations

between parishioners of differing 
nationalities “‘generally (are) pretty good, 
given the normal gives and takes of 
relationships,’’ he said. 


Guamanian and Filipino parishoners 
who speak English (the vast majority are 
fluent in English) face difficulty when 
“‘people assume they aren’t very different 
because they speak English,’’ Father May 
said. That false assumption can lead to 
misunderstandings, he said. 


ALL THE nationalities were 
represented- Nov. 7 at the anniversary 
Mass. Bishop Leo T. Maher was the 
presiding celebrant. Concelebrants 
included current St. Michael pastor 
Msgr. Anthony Geising and his uncle, 
and the two 
priests who served. as pastor just before 


“Msgr. Geising — Msgr. John Dickie and 


Msgr. Sean Murray. 


The other celebrants included current 
and former associates and guest priests. A 
dinner will follow Nov. 13 at the Kona 
Kai Club. 

St. Michael became the diverse place it 
is partly because the “‘parish has a large 
contingency from the Navy’’ — both 
active and retired. ‘‘Therefore, a high 
rate of transiency is a mark of our 
parish,’’ Father May said.

Political advertising raises questions 


Political advertising invariably brings complaints from 
readers who consider it inappropriate in a diocesan 
newspaper or who believe that certain candidates should be 
denied access to advertising space because of positions they 
may hold that are contrary to the religious principles 
espoused by the paper. 


We have had more than our share of such complaints 
since political ads appeared in our October 28 issue. 


In response to our readers who called us and to those 
who did not call, but perhaps were equally upset, we offer 
the following explanation. 


Prior to the June primary, in the April 29 issue, we 
wrote: Southern Cross will continue its policy of accepting 
advertising from all political candidates because we believe 
our readers deserve the opportunity to hear from any 
candidate who believes it is important enough to spend the 
money to address them.”’ 


Our column continued, ‘‘In years past, diocesan 
newspapers routinely rejected advertising from candidates 
or organizations that advocated or tolerated policies 
contrary to Catholic teaching. 


‘‘A 1978 Internal Revenue Service ruling on voter 
education guidelines provides — among other things — 
that while a newspaper published by a non-profit, tax-’ 
exempt organization (such as the Diocese of San Diego) 
does not have to accept any political advertising, if it 
accepts an ad from one candidate, it must accept ads from 
any candidates. 


“To do otherwise, the IRS reasons, would be favoring 
one candidate over another. And that, asserts the IRS, 
would be not voter education but intervention in a political 
campaign.’ 

It continues to be our position that to exclude political 
advertising altogether would seem to label politics as 
something immoral or anti-social, whereas, in fact, it is one 
of the essential activities of the good citizen. 


Political campaigns often breed bitterness and rancor 
and elected politicians don’t always live up to the highest 
standards of public service. But these are not reasons for 
abstaining from politics; rather, they are among the 
compelling reasons for studying candidates and issues and 
for voting responsibly. 


We would like to remind our readers that, as we said in 
April, they ‘‘should bear in mind that the acceptance of 
political advertising for a candidate (or for anything, for 
that matter) in Southern Cross does not constitute an 
endorsement. 


‘‘The acceptance of political advertising in Southern 
Cross simply means that the candidates have paid their 
money for the opportunity to educate or try to bamboozle 
you.”’ 


We were confident during the primary, and remain so 
now, following the general election, that our readers have 
little difficulty in discerning the difference between 
education and bamboozlement.

St. Teresa his ‘spiritual teacher 


AVILA, Spain (NC) — Pope John Paul II praised ‘‘the 
spiritual teachers of my inner life’’ as he celebrated Mass Nov. 1 
for more than 200,000 people at the birthplace of St. Teresa of 
Avila. : 


The pope said that St. Teresa and her chaplain and confessor, 
St. John of the Cross, have inspired his own thinking. Both 
Spanish saints were mystics and poets. 


“In them, not only do I venerate the spiritual teachers of my 
inner life, but also the shining beacons of the Church in Spain 
that have enlightened...my country, Poland,’’ said Pope John 
Paul. 

The ceremonies in Avila marked the closing of a year-long 
celebration commemorating the 400th anniversary of the death 
of St. Teresa. The pope flew 55 miles by helicopter from the 
capital of Madrid to participate in the ceremonies. 


Before celebrating the outdoor Mass, the pope went to the 
Convent of the Incarnation, the first convent of St. Teresa after 
she entered the Carmelites, and asked 3,000 cloistered nuns to 
pray for more vocations. 

“‘T call on you all to encourage monastic vocations among the 
young,”’ the pope said. 

The pope said that contemplative life was important for the 
Church and was a good example against materialism. 


“Do any of you know what the consumer society is?’’ he 
asked. 


The nuns repeatedly interrupted the pope with cheers. 
‘Obviously, silence is not observed today,’’ he joked. 


Many of the nuns traveled from Carmelite convents, many 
founded by St. Teresa, in other parts of Spain to be with the 
pope. St. Teresa founded the Discalced Carmelites and 
established 17 convents. 

The pope celebrated the outdoor Mass beneath the 11th- 
century ramparts of Avila as sentries armed with machine guns 
stood in the turrets on the walls as part of a massive security 
operation. :

Collegiality and collaboration 


Opinions vary as to what is the most striking effect of the 
Second Vatican Council. Whatever one’s answer may be, few 
would deny that, doctrinally, the most important single 
statement from the Council has been that on episcopal 
collegiality in the constitution, Lumen Gentium. There it was 
clearly stated that, just as Saint Peter and the other apostles 
constituted one apostolic college, so too the Roman pontiff and 
the bishops are collegially joined together. The order of bishops 
which succeeds to the college of the apostles possesses supreme 
and full power over the Universal Church. The individual 
bishops represent each his own Church, but all of them together, 
and with the pope, represent the entire Church, in the bond of 
peace, love and unity. 

The implications of episcopal collegiality on every level of the 
Church’s life are incalculable. The very statement on collegiality 
was, to a large extent, prompted by the Church’s collaboration 
between all her members of all ranks; and in the wake of 
collegiality has come a new emphasis on dialogue, communion, 
cooperation and coresponsibility. 


Collegiality affects every member of the Church; it is a direct 
and urgent call for close and continual collaboration between all 
groups in the Church, on both the vertical and horizontal levels. 
It is a powerful contribution to our renewed vision of the 
community of believers as the Body of Christ, ‘‘with all its joints 
and ligaments, knit together and growing according to God’s 
design.’’ On the strength of it, every community in the Church is 
encouraged to look beyond its own boundaries, and to see itself 
as a cell in a great organism, perpetually in the debt of all the 
other cells. Through the entire organism, the Spirit of God is 
breathing whenever and wherever He wills, inviting all the 
members to be sensitive to His invitations and promptings, and 
welding them together as a community. 


Arising out of this communion with each other, we realize the 
irreplaceable role of the parish community in fostering and 
nurturing Religious vocations, as with so many other issues 
facing the Church today.

All things come to them 


Impatience may be selective rather than habitual. That 
is, that one may be impatient over certain things and 
patient over others. It cannot be denied that there are 
some very slothful traffic lights in town, for instance, and 
impatience does not seem out of place with them. 


There are, too, those people who appear to root 
themselves’ in doorways to impede any passage; shop 
assistants who carry on lengthy conversations with the 
shopper in front of one in line; families who are habitually 
tardy at meal times and friends who take tedious lengths 
to come to the point of a joke, and so on. All of which 


_ would seem to be justifiable causes for impatience. And 


then there are those times when all the compressed energy 
within a person is released in a towering impatience at a 
world that insists on going wrong when right:is so much 
simpler and more constructive. 


THERE ARE occasions when we need something 
inanimate and insensitive to kick a little, or space to rush 
into and snarl and growl a while. Much of what we call 
frustration is merely impatience in masquerade — pique 
that things are not going our way as smoothly and rapidly 
as we would like. But we talk of frustration as though it 
were an injustice done to us rather than of our own 
making. 


Ins and Outs

We may or may not learn to cope with this kind of 
impatience but there is a patience we have to master if we 
are to live in cooperation with God. I don’t know if 
patience is the right word for the kind of waiting we need 
to allow before God’s time frame comes into 
synchronization with our own, or whether resignation 
would be more applicable. Either way, all we do by 
growing impatient with Him is vent our feelings! 


It is easy for us to find desirable solutions to our 
problems because we only see from our viewpoint. The 
trouble is that God sees from everyone else’s viewpoint as 
well and so it takes a little longer to satisfy all the needs 
fairly. That, of course, can be another source of 
impatience. Most of the time we really don’t want Him to 
be equally concerned with the people who cause us 
problems. We would much rather have Him soundly 
prejudiced in our favor and willing to dole out 
chastisement where we would like to see it! 


BUT THE REAL need for patience comes when we 
are praying for a change of heart in someone else. We 
may have to wait years — even decades — and then find 
the answer comes only after we ourselves have undergone 
a change. God can be very frustrating, but since He is 
always right, there is little point in complaining about it. 


‘Our only option in dealing with God is to put things 
into His hands and wait patiently or be prepared for a 
fretful and dissatisfied time. I was edified recently at one 
prayer session to hear a young woman address God 
saying, ‘‘Now I’m not going to pray for John because I 
have already spoken to you once about him and I know 
You are handling that matter, but I would like to ask 
Your help for Dick, etc.”’ 


It seemed to me that she had already learned the 
necessary patience and the confidence that must attend it. 
We often, in our impatience, pray as though God were 
hard of hearing or chronically forgetful, quite 
disregarding the fact that He already knows far better 
than we what is needed and is only waiting patiently for us 
to release our anxieties and come to peace of mind and 
heart so that He can use us to help rectify whatever is 
wrong. 


EMOTIONS — OR perhaps states of mind — are 
communicable. We lay our impatience on others like 
contagion, but our patience can infect, too. We 
exacerbate or emoliate situations by the feelings we 
communicate and, in our impatience, may defeat the very 
end we desire. But, if we practice patience in our way with 
God, it must in time overflow into other areas of our lives 
— maybe even to traffic lights! 


Who ‘owns’ the faith? 


Lately this column has been preoccupied with buzz 
words, which creep into the vocabulary from nowhere, 
sometimes are unconsciously used by the speaker, but are 
very much in vogue. Their deliberate usage gives 
evidence the person is up-to-date and aware. Except they 
quickly disappear to be replaced by others. (Sorry: ‘‘at 
this point in time’’ is still about after ten years.) 


Reflect upon the word ‘‘own.’’ Everybody knows what 
that means. You buy something, pay for it, so you own it. 
But it has been extended to other variations, e.g., the 
racket boss in the films, who says to the boxer, ‘“‘I own 
you, kid.’’ He means that somewhere, something has 
been paid which makes the pugilist in the payee’s debt or 
literally his slave. 


THERE ARE deeper questions. Who owns the faith of 
the Catholic Church? A silly question perhaps, but pursue 
it. You might say: Since it’s faith and faith comes from 
God, therefore God owns the faith. But that’s not what’s 
meant, for ‘‘faith of the Christ’’ signifies specifically the 
body of teaching which makes up the belief of the Church. 
There is one kind of answer: the Apostles, according to 
Church tradition, were the guardians of the faith. So if

the bishops are successors of the Apostles, do not they own 
it? But guardianship does not imply he owns what he 
guards. He is only a trustee to protect the treasure. And 
so we speak of the treasury of the faith, which is to be 
safeguarded from tampering, dilution, and the like. 


Cardinal Newman thought the laity was involved in the 
ownership. His book On Consulting the Faithful stressed 
the need to get their view on questions about dogma. For 
if ‘‘church’’ means all the people of God, then they should 
be consulted in some way. 


Do theologians own the faith? No, not by themselves. 
Rather they might be compared to prospectors, or miners 
who go out looking for treasures. Or they can be viewed 
as assayors who evaluate what has been found. They tell 
us whether what has been discovered does in fact belong 
to the treasury of faith or not. But they do not own it. 
What about teachers in the faith, i.e., non-theologians? 
‘*Teachers’’ is such a broad concept, it can be extended 
even to the parent who teaches his children, in what used 
to be called the rudiments of faith. Neither do they own it. 


THE QUESTION as stated above, is possibly: To 


whom does the faith belong? The answer seems simple 
enough: ‘‘to the people of God.’’ It is they who over the 
centuries have held and believed the ‘‘Catholic and 
universal’’ faith. 


What is new today is the apparent willingness of sorne 
to pick and choose among the ‘‘teachings’’ of faith. 
Confusion arises here for previously some things held to 
be ‘‘of the faith,’’ were not really so. This issue 
contributes to remaining tensions resulting from the 
Vatican II debate. 

All Catholics must reflect: If I ‘‘own’’ the faith with the 
others, I must try to protect it, cherish it. I never own the 
faith selfishly, it is a faith shared with others. Where I 
must ‘‘own up”’ to it, I should do it. That too is a not- 
much-practiced virtue today. 


WE MUST KNOW the responsibility each one of us 
has for the content of the faith. That exercise of faith we 
do in the Sunday recitation of the Creed is no mere 
gesture, but a statement of the faith we own. It should be 
made, not grudgingly but with pride. ‘‘This is our faith, 
this is the faith of the Church. We are proud to profess it”’ 
says the Confirmation rite. Are we? 


Morality: self-identity 


In Luke 9, Jesus asked His disciples who ‘‘the crowds’’ 
were saying He was. Their answers clearly indicated that 
the masses were mistaken: that Jesus was John the Baptist 
or Elijah or a venerable prophet. 


In contrast, Peter, speaking for the disciples as a group 
distinct from ‘‘the crowds’’ replied correctly: Jesus is the 
Christ, the Lord. 


LUKE AGAIN refers to ‘‘the crowd’’ in chapter 23. 
In verse 35 ‘‘the crowd’’ takes on the cloak of ‘“‘the 
rulers’? who stood beneath the cross and ‘‘scoffed at 
Him.”’ 


In other words, whenever we merely identify with ‘‘the 
crowd’’ and lose a sense of self-identity and moral 
integrity, we diminish our capacity to discern the true 
meaning of the Lord in our lives. We become scoffers. 


There is a great tendency today to simply go along with 
the crowd. We do not want to be left out. We do not want 
to be distinctive. 


FROM A moral point of view, however, strength only 
comes with a deep sense of self. 


When we surrender our standards of excellence and 
values, we become ‘‘the crowd’’ and lose personal 
freedom. We must never submit to group pressure for its 
own sake. 


We cannot function in only one room. We must 
support those in society and in the Church who are 
attempting to foster authentic growth and future 
possibilities. 


IN CHRISTIANITY, there is no question that cannot 
at least be asked. We should not fear to explore the 
possible opportunities that ‘‘other rooms’’ provide, to 
allow our talents to take other directions: Crowds 
overstructure and will not allow such a growth. 


Extremists in society and in the Church refuse to allow 
growth by attempting to close ‘“‘other rooms’’ to 
exploration. However, if we shut these other rooms out 
mindlessly, we might one day attempt to find ourselves 
and discover that no one is at home. 


The Pope has called for a clear condemnation of 
anything that threatens either the spiritual or material 
well-being of human life. 


HE REMINDED us that ‘‘man is always first:’’ that 
is, we are fully human only to the extent that we truly 
‘‘own’’ something or someone. 


The moral conclusion here is that no person can ever be 
regarded as an object of domination. This happens when 
men and women become “‘the crowd.”’ 


When our sense-of-self arises only in collectivity with 
“‘the group,’’ we inevitably become bored and head 
toward self-destruction. Personal freedom lies at the heart 
of Christianity. We must not be afraid to allow the Spirit 
to move in our lives. 


SOLIDARITY WITH others and with the Church is 
surely of ethical importance. But such identification 
should never cloud our abilities to grow as individuals so 
that the Church can further mature in its capacity to 
answer the question in Luke: who do you say that I am? 


In the memorable story by Willa Cather, Death Comes 
for the Archbishop (1927), an old man lies on his 
deathbed, suffering greatly from pneumonia. One of his 
final remarks to Archbishop Latour is, ‘‘I shall not die of 
a cold, my son. I shall die of having lived.” 


Persons who spend their lives in crowds could never 
proclaim such a eulogy. 


AFTER ALL, Jesus died only at the end of His life. So 
too will we: to the extent that we always seek after a true 
standard of excellence; that we support those who uphold 
authentic Christian values; that we regard no person as an 
object of domination, ourselves included; and that we 
stand open to new possibilities in our lives.

you apart from the Church nor distance you from an 
effective apostolate,’’ he said. ‘“The world needs, more 
than people sometimes believe, your presence and your 
witness. It is necessary to show the authentic and absolute 
values of the Gospel to a world which frequently exalts the 
relative values of life and which runs the risk of losing the 
sense of the divine, drowning in the excessive valuation of 
the material, of the transient, of that which ignores the joy 
of the spirit.”’ 


THE NUNS’ enthusiastic cheers for his message 
prompted the pontiff to quip that ‘‘obviously, silence is 
not observed today.”’ 


Under the turreted walls of the old city of Avila, Pope 
John Paul later celebrated Mass for about 300,000 people 
and praised St. Teresa and her confessor, St. John of the 
Cross. 


“‘T would like to strengthen even more my bonds of 
devotion toward Teresa of Jesus and John of the Cross,”’ 
he said, using St. Teresa’s religious name. “‘In them, not 
only do I venerate the spiritual teachers of my inner life 
but also two shining beacons of the Church in Spain that 
have enlighted...my country Poland,”’ he said. 


HE ALSO VISITED Alba de Tormes, where St. 
Teresa died in 1582. He told a crowd of several thousand, 
mostly young, people to ‘‘be faithful’”’ to St. Teresa’s 
message and “‘to the virtues of the men and women of this 
land: honesty, industriousness, prudence, appreciation of 
man for what he is more than what he has.”’ 


He again called attention to the “‘difficult times’’ and 
said that ‘‘you Christians must live your faith valiantly, 
trying to integrate the judgments and guidelines of the 
current society with Christian beliefs, morality and 
practices.”’ 


John Paul officially closed the ceremonies 
commemorating the 400th anniversary of St. Teresa’s 
death. After the ceremonies, at the small church in Alba 
de Tormes where her remains are kept, he returned to 
Madrid. 


THE NEXT DAY, he met with King Juan Carlos and 
military and political leaders, including Prime Minister- 
elect Felipe Gonzalez, and promised church respect for 
the new Socialist government scheduled to take power in 
December. 


‘“‘Even though my trip to Spain is of an eminently 
religious nature, through this courtesy visit I would like to 
pay my respects to the legitimate representatives of the 
Spanish people,’’ he said. ““In this way I would like to 
remove any doubts — if there were any — about my 
respect for the country’s freely elected leaders.”’ 

But, he added, the Church’s respect for the 
government does not imply its silence on contemporary 
issues.

“Tt is logical at the same time that, faithful to its duty 
and yet respecting the autonomy of the temporal order, 
the Church asks the same consideration toward its 
mission, when it is a question of things having to do with 
God or the conscience of His sons and daughters,’’ he 
added. 


On Nov. 3, in remarks at Madrid University to 
professors, scientists and cultural figures, he warned 
against use of scientific knowledge to further the weapons 
race and said there should be no real conflict between 
faith and science. He also criticized the mistakes and 
excesses of the Spanish Inquisition. 


“IT IS A scandal of our times’’ that people with 
expertise ‘‘are dedicated to perfecting new arms for war, 
which could one day become fatal,’’ he said, urging 
members of the audience to oppose the arms race. The 
world needs a new humanism which recognizes spiritual 
values and there should be no divisions between science 


and faith, he said. 


THE POPE LEFT Madrid the morning of Nov. 6 to 
begin a busy weekend in Spain’s troubled Basque where 
he condemned ‘“‘the paths of hate and death’’ and offered 
a call to hope. One outgrowth of the movement for 
regional autonomy has been the guerrilla activities of 
ETA (Basque land and freedom), a Marxist-influenced 
organization seeking a separate Basque state. 


Pope John Paul’s visit to the Basque region came two 
days after the murder Nov. 4 of Spanish Maj. Gen. 
Victor Lago Roman in Madrid. A person identifying 
himself as a member of ETA later called a newspaper 
saying the Basque separatist group was responsible. 


Violence is never a constructive means, the pope said in 
Loyola, the home of the founder of the Jesuits, St. 
Ignatius of Loyola. 


“IT OFFENDS God, those who suffer it and those 
who practice it,’’ he added. 


‘Once again I repeat that Christianity understands 
and recognizes the noble and proper fight for justice at all 
levels, but prohibits seeking solutions in paths of hate and 
death,’’ he said. 


The pope told the Basques to ‘‘look ahead, don’t desire 
anything without God, and maintain hope.”’

‘The great lesson to learn in St. Ignatius of Loyola, for 
his sons, for each institute, for each man and woman 
Religious is that of absolute fidelity to God, to an ideal 
without boundaries, to man without distinctions,’ he 
said. 


In Javier, about 50 miles to the southeast of Loyola, the 
pope paid tribute to St. Francis Xavier, who was born in 
Javier in 1506, and to 52 Spanish lay men and women, 
female Religious and priests who received missionary 
crosses symbolizing their decision to work for the Church 
in foreign lands. 


ST. FRANCIS XAVIER ‘“‘is the—prototype of 
missionaries in the line of the universal mission of the 
Church,’’ Pope John Paul said. The saint, who died at 
the gates of Canton, China, is patron saint for Catholic 
missions. - 


‘His motivation is evangelical love of God and man, 
with primordial attention to that which has priority value 
in him: his soul, where the eternal destiny of man is 
determined,’’ he added. 


“The lack of work goes against the ‘right to work,’ 
understood — in the universal context of the rest of the 
fundamental rights — as a primary necessity, and not a 
privilege, to satisfy the vital needs of human existence 
through labor activity,’ the pope told a crowd of 
20,000 Nov. 7 in Barcelona, where the unemployment 
rate is more than 10 percent. 

‘IT IS AN urgent problem and one which must push 
each Christian to assume his or her responsibility in the 
name of the Gospel, and its message of justice, solidarity 
and love,’ he added. 


Pope John Paul said the problem of unemployment 
must be resolved through ‘‘a revision of the economic 
order as a whole.”’ 


“The state must not resign itself to having to 
chronically tolerate a high unemployment,’’ he said. 
‘‘The creation of new jobs must constitute for it a priority 
as much economic as political.”’ 


THAT EVENING in Barcelona’s Camp Nou soccer 
stadium, more than 100,000 people braved a steady 
downpour to participate in the pope’s only public Mass of 
the day. 


“The Christian must be in the front lines as witness of 
truth, honesty and justice,’’ he said, calling attention to 
the ‘‘crucial problems’’ of divorce, abortion, religious 
education and the battle against ‘‘social and economic 
injustices and discriminations.”’ 


The pope also urged Barcelona’s Catholic community 
to ‘‘follow the voice of the magisterium and be faithful to 
the council of our times: Vatican II.”’ 


‘“‘BEGIN FROM here the road to the necessary unity 
desired by Christ,’’ he said.

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Pope sees theological freedom, obedience united 


SALAMANCA, Spain (NC) — There 
is no contradiction between theological 
freedom and obedience to the Church’s 
teaching authority, Pope John Paul II 
told Spanish theologians in Salamanca 
Nov. 1. 

He also hinted that he favors a 
controversial proposed Church law that 
would require professors in Catholic 
colleges to have a canonical mandate from 
the local bishop in order to teach theology 
or related sciences. 


EMPHASIZING THE importance of 
theology in the life of the Church, he said 
it is essential for ‘‘creative as well as 
faithful’? renewal of the Church. 


He also stressed that theology must 
flow from faith, declaring that ‘“‘doing 
theology is...a task exclusively proper to 
the believer as believer; it is a task vitally 
aroused and sustained at every moment 
by faith.” 


But, he added, ‘‘the Christian faith is 
ecclesial...One cannot believe in Christ 


consequently necessary to bear in mind 
that it is with the same radical freedom of 
faith with which the Catholic theologian 
adheres to Christ that he adheres to the 
Church and the magisterium as well.”’ 


The pope called theology ‘‘ecclesial 
science...at the service of the Church’’ 
which must be ‘‘dynamically integrated 
into the Church’s mission.’’ 


“‘Thus,’’? he said, ‘‘the theologian’s 
task has the character of an ecclesial 
mission, as a participation in _ the 
Church’s evangelizing mission and as 
outstanding service to the ecclesial_ 
community. This is where the 
theologian’s grave responsibility rests.”’ 


IN HIS address at the Pontifical 
University of Salamanca the pope made 
no direct allusion .to the proposed 
provision in the new Code of Cancn Law, 
which he is expected to issue soon, under 
which theologians and other teachers of 
sacred sciences in Catholic colleges and 
universities would need a _ canonical 
mandate from the local bishop in order to

Takes a look at alcoholism

SAN MARCOS — The Diocesan 
Pastoral Council, meeting with Bishop 
Maher at St. Mark Church this past 
Saturday, heard an appeal to inform 
deanery and parish councils of the urgent 
need to hold educational programs on 
alcoholism on the local level. 


In a departure from its usual past: 
quarterly meetings, where the bulk of the 
sessions are, in fact, taken up with the 
DPC’s own business, reports on 
Stewardship and the need for education 
and awareness of alcoholism as a treatable 
disease occupied most of the morning. 


AFTER BEING welcomed to St. 
‘Mark by its pastor, Very Rev. Thomas 
Healy, VF, dean of the Oceanside 
deanery, and listening to a brief report by 
Bishop Maher on some of the economic, 
political and Church-related issues that 
will confront the U.S. bishops later this 
month during their annual meeting in 
Washington, D.C., the DPC turned its 
attention to next year’s Stewardship 
campaign and the matter of alcoholism.

NOTING THAT alcoholism ‘“‘is an 
illness that touches many families’? and 
urging that the DPC members “‘go back 
and make yourselves a catalyst in your 
local areas’’ for education on the subject, 
Lois Richards, the DPC chairman, 
introduced two guest speakers, Dr. John 
Miller of Sharp-Cabrillo Hospital, and 
Father Bill Wilson of All Hallows parish. 


Calling alcoholism ‘‘America’s number 
one treatable, untreated disease,’’ Dr. 
Miller urged that people acquaint 
themselves both with the disease and the 
treatment available. Father Wilson said 
alcoholism ‘‘is in the last analysis a 
spiritual disease,’’ and strongly urged 
that alcoholism workshops be given on the 
parish level. ‘‘We have to be concerned or 
we are not Christians,’’ he said. 


The DPC then voted on a series of 
proposals, all passed unanimously, that 
culminated two years of study and 
revision of its own commission structure. 
Black Catholics, communications, 
ecumenical, family life, peace and justice, 
liturgy and prayer and Spanish speaking 
were retained as DPC commissions 
(standing committees), and the 
educational ministries board will send a 
representative to the DPC who will have 
the same status as the other commission 
representatives. 

IN ACCORDANCE with the new 
Code of Canon Law, the church 
administration commission will be 
changed to a diocesan finance committee 
reporting directly to the bishop, with the 
diocesan chancellor, Msgr. Eagen, 
serving as a liaison between the two. 


to the papacy. 


While not referring directly to the 
proposed law, however, the pope clearly 
affirmed the basic theological principles 
underlying the law: that doing theology is 
an act of service to the Church and to its 
faith, a participation in the Church’s 
mission of preaching the Gospel. 


LEGALLY IN the proposed new Code 
of Canon Law, as well as theologically in 
the teachings of the Second Vatican 
Council, the local bishop is principal 
representative of the church’s 
magisterium in his diocese, with the 
primary right and duty to oversee the 
correctness of faith and order in the life of 
his local Church. 


The theologian’s work, the pope said, 
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‘can do no less than remain faithfully 
bound to his ecclesial faith, the authentic 
and binding interpreter of which is the 
magisterium.”’ 


At the same time the pontiff noted the 
difference between the roles of theology 
and authoritative Church teaching. 
‘‘Magisterium and theology have 
different functions. Therefore one cannot 
be reduced to the other,’’ he said. 


‘“‘BUT NEITHER are they opposed 
tasks.-"* he;-added.> “They < are 
complementary ones...Magisterium and 
theology should remain in dialogue, 
which will turn out to be fruitful for both

The central character is John Geyser 
(John Hammond), a young artist who 
leaves the family farm in Virginia to 
become an illustrator-correspondent for 
the Gettysburg, Pa., newspaper owned by 
his uncle. Sent to cover the trial of 
abolitionist John Brown, Geyser is 
befriended by Jonas Steele (Stacy Keach) 
who reveals that he is on a secret mission 
for Abraham Lincoln. 


AND SO IT goes, with Geyser 
happening to be on hand to sketch the 
war’s major events from Bull Run to 


Appomattox. The various campaigns are 
mounted on a lavish scale ‘by veteran 
action-director Andrew V. McLaglen and 
photographed with gritty realism by Al 
Francis; art director Gary A. Lee has 
provided the entire production with a 
seemingly authentic look and feel of the 
period. 


Ian McLellan Hunter, whose script is 
based on a story by John Leekley and 
Bruce Catton, is not quite so successful.

Sister dying 


‘Two months almost up’ 


ANCHORAGE, Alaska (NC) — 
Sister Dorothy Forest, who has probably 
spent more time inside jails than churches 
since she joined the Anchorage 
archdiocesan prison ministry 10 years 
ago, is now awaiting death. 


The 61-year-old member of the Sisters 
of St. Ann said a doctor, after surgery had 
revealed a cancerous tumor in her 
intestinal tract, had told her she had 
between two weeks and two months to 
live. ‘“T'wo months is up in the middle of 
next month,’’ she said. 


SINCE SHE was hospitalized in 
August numerous visitors, frequent 
phone calls and voluminous mail have 
testified to her impact on the lives of 
prisoners, alcoholics and the poor. 


‘‘T am very sorry to hear that you are in 
the hospital and quite ill,’’ wrote a 
prisoner at McNeil Island State

Last ‘free and public 
Polish voice’ in print 


SAN DIEGO — “‘The last free and 
public voice of the Polish scholars’’ before 
martial law was imposed has recently 
been recorded in a two-volume book set, 
Bishop Maher told the priests’ council last 
week. The books detail the International 
Colloquium on the Common Christian 
Roots of the European Nations. 


The scholarly meeting was called for by 
Pope John Paul II, who wanted 
Europeans to rediscover the spiritual 
unity of the continent and to resume the 
dialogue suspended between Western and 
Slavic cultures. 


TWO HUNDRED scholars of the 
principal humanistic sciences, two thirds 
of whom were of Slavic origin, met in 
early November 1981 in an attempt to 
make strides in Slavic and Western 
relations, he noted.

Forest? has — refused 
“extraordinary measures’ to prolong 
life. She won’t accept chemotherapy, but 
she does take pills to relieve pain. 


LOOKING BACK over her life, Sister 
Forest, who moved to an Indian village in 
the Yukon Territory when her peers who 
remained in their hometown north of 
Boston were thinking about raising 
children, said, ‘‘I don’t feel bad about 
anything.” 


Two years later she was reassigned to 
Alaska, where she and three other Sisters 
of St. Ann taught grades one through 
eight in Nulato’s three-room schoolhouse. 
Eleven years later she came to 
Anchorage, where she has been ever 
since. 


Now that she no longer visits the jails, 
the people who want to talk must come'to 
her. Sometimes they come to thank her, 
sometimes because they still need help. At 
least one man stopped by on his way to 
jail, his hands bound in cuffs and an 
officer on either side.

- the political wing of the outlawed Provisional wing of the 
Irish Republican Army, Corrigan had been interned in 
one of the “‘H-blocks’’ at the Maze prison in August 
1971; 


THE MURDER of Peter Corrigan was the work of the 
Protestant Action Force, last active during the height of 
the ‘‘troubles’’ in 1974, when it had vowed not to stop 
killmg Roman Catholics until every last ‘‘Provo is 
eradicated from Ulster.”’ 


Sectarian murder in Northern Ireland is nothing new, 
and mostly occurs as revenge, what the local newspapers 
call ‘‘tit-for-tat’’ killings. The execution of Peter 
Corrigan was in retaliation for the IRA’s earlier 
kidnapping-murder of Sgt. Thomas Cochrane, a 
Protestant and part-time reservist with the Ulster Defense 
Regiment, who was abducted while motorcycling to 
work, 


And of course the IRA -had been retaliating for the 
earlier murder of Joseph Donegan, the father of seven, 
who was chosen at random by a Protestant group as he 
left a pub along Belfast’s Falls Road, a Catholic 
stronghold. Donegan was hacked to death about the head 
with a hatchet, and several days later, a Protestant had 
one hand sawn off with a hacksaw (he lived and had the 
hand sewn back on) in a murder-try police initially called 
“non-sectarian.” 


‘“‘DEBASED TRIBALISM’”’ is the term applied to the 
killers on both sides by Sir John Hermon, chief constable 
of the Royal Ulster Constabulary, Northern Ireland’s 
police force. The RUC, viewed by many of Ulster’s 
Catholics with the same disdain many inner-city residents 
in the U.S. have for their local police, is backed up by 
regular British Army troops in a largely successful effort 
to keep the violence contained. 


But while the recent upsurge in violence following the 
elections, still down from the all-time high of 1972, 
manages to grab the headlines, Northern Ireland is in fact 
a safer place to live than most major urban areas in the 
United States. 


From May of 1968, when the ‘‘troubles’’ first began in 
the wake of widespread Catholic civil rights 
demonstrations, through September of this year, more 
than 8,000 police and military were injured, with 17,270 
civilian casualties. Civilians also bore the brunt of the 
2,010 fatalities during the period. 


BUT DESPITE the 7,400 recorded explosions, 996 
“‘knee-cappings,’’ 1,551 attacks on RUC stations, and 
the seizure of eight tons of explosives, more than a 
quarter-million rounds of ammunition and 2,000 firearms 
of all types, including heavy weapons, violent death in 
Northern Ireland comes to only seven out of every 
100,000 people (compared to 44 per 100,000 in Detroit, 
Mich.), and twice as many people are hit by cars as are 
killed by the terrorists on either side. 


In perspective, paramilitary activity might even be 
called ‘‘minimal’’ — there are perhaps 550 identified 
terrorists, Catholic or Protestant, in the whole of 
Northern Ireland, says RUC Superintendent William 
Wilson. Catholic terrorists form the majority, most of 
them in the Marxist-leaning Provisional IRA, the rest in 
the even more radical Irish National Liberation Army, 
which has extensive contacts with Eastern-bloc countries. 


“*This isn’t to say that the average IRA terrorist is a 
Marxist, but their leadership is,’’ said one intelligence 
source here. “‘The IRA has no other program beyond 
establishing a socialist government, north and south, and 
no one ever asked them how many jobs they have 
provided for the voters or what they would actually do 


with power if they got it. INLA is closely linked with 
many of the radical terrorist groups in Europe.’’ 


THE BIGGEST headache facing law enforcement 
officials here is not the IRA per se, by far the major 
contributor to the violence carried out in the name of the 
Catholic minority’s nationalist aspirations, but the 
financial support given it by some Irish-Americans. The 
United States is in fact the major arms supplier of the 
IRA, and the funds channeled through NORAID have 
been condemned by both government officials and the 
bishops here. 


That NORAID is in fact the main funnel for Irish- 
American money which is converted into IRA weaponry 
was demonstrated Oct. 26 in a federal courtroom in New 
York. Martin Flannery, the 80-year-old co-founder of 
Irish Northern Aid and a 1927 immigrant to the U.S. 
after fighting with the IRA’s North Tipperary brigade, 
admitted that the bulk of the IRA’s arms and money for 
the past 12 years were of U.S. origin. 


Flannery and four other Irish-Americans have been 
charged with conspiracy to export automatic and heavy 
weapons, and have pleaded not guilty not because they 
deny the charges, but because they alleged the source of 
the weapons was a CIA agent and thus the arms shipment 
had tacit U.S. government approval. 


‘‘T PERCEIVE the sincere interest with which Irish- 
Americans sympathize with the IRA or give them 
financial aid, but I do say they are out of touch with 
present-day realities within Northern Ireland itself,’’ 
Bishop Cathal Daly told Southern Cross. 


Bishop Daly, just installed as head of the diocese of 
Down and Connor, which includes Belfast, had just come 
from the funeral of Joseph Donegan in St. John’s Church 
on Falls Road. In his homily he denounced what he called 
a ‘‘madly careening engine of terror’’ which after 13 
years of sectarian strife has ‘‘taken on a momentum all its 
own.”’ 

“‘We think we have reached the bottom of the pit of 
degradation when a still deeper level of man’s inhumanity 
is dug,’’ he told the crowded church, while another 1,000 
mourners stood outside, RUC patrols with automatic 
weapons guarding every corner. 


THE BISHOP is critical of what he calls the IRA’s 
“propaganda machine,’’ which spreads the ‘‘falsehoods 
of their movement.”’ 


“‘The present IRA has as its stated objective the 
subversion and overthrow of those institutions of an 
independent Ireland for which the men of 1916 gave their 
lives, of all the democratic institutions of the Republic,” 
he said. 


Despite their opposition to the IRA, the Catholic 
bishops of Northern Ireland are in a delicate position: 
Catholics by and large perceive the organization as 
championing their cause, and the RUC and British Army 
as defenders of the Protestant privilege and British 
presence. 


CATHOLIC GRIEVANCES against the authorities 
are many, yet Bishop Edward Daly of Derry urged 
Catholics there to inform the authorities of IRA activity, 
and 19 special telephone numbers have been set up by the 
authorities to receive confidential calls; there are, in fact, 
only-recording machines answering-the phones. 


Bishop Daly, a priest at the cathedral on ‘‘Bloody 
Sunday,’’ Jan. 30, 1972, personally witnessed the killing 
of 13 young Catholics by British paratroopers during a 
civil rights march in Derry’s Bogside, and helped remove 
the dead. He has been outspoken in calling for fuller 
investigations of deaths arising out of the Army’s use of 


supposedly non-lethal plastic bullets, yet he told Catholics 
it was their ‘‘Christian duty to tell authorities, 
irrespective of the victim or the perpetrator.’’ 


- While the RUC is seen by most Catholics as a 
Protestant police force which operates in Catholic areas 
and invades Catholic homes in its search for terrorists and 
weapons, this is neither true nor a fair charge, said the 
RUC’s Superintendent Wilson. 


‘‘AT THE TIME of partition about 20 percent of the 
force were Catholics, all from the old Royal Irish 
Constabulary. But as the years went on they left and were 
not replaced. About 10 percent of the force is now 
Catholic, and the pressure and danger, both personal and 
to the family from friends and neighbors, makes 
recruitment of Catholics very difficult,’’ he said. 


Ironically, a 1,000-pound bomb, set off by the IRA 
under an RUC armored vehicle near Lough Neagh the 
week after the elections, killed three constables; the senior 
man, 37-year-old Sgt. Sean Quinn, a Catholic, was the 
father of three, and scheduled for promotion to Inspector. 


Belfast’s Irish News, the newspaper of choice of most 
Catholics in the city, commented editorially: ‘‘There will 
be those who will make a distinction between the three 
RUC men and the civilians who were also wantonly slain 
in the past few days. Those people may try to justify the 
murders on the grounds that the policemen were 
‘members of the British war machine.’ That claim is 
totally false...the plain fact is that in 1982 the RUC is not 
the paramilitary arm of an unjust, discredited and 
sectarian government. The vast majority of its members 
are decent, upright men who are trying their best to 
provide a good police service in very difficult 
circumstances. They are entitled to the support of the 
whole community in that task.’’ 


‘*THE RUC IS the only police force this community 
has got and in the past 10 years it has been trying with 
considerable success to become more acceptable to the 
nationalist section of the community,’’ said the paper. 


Perhaps the bitterest memory Northern Ireland’s 
Catholics have is of the government internment policy of 
the period 1971-1975, when suspected terrorists were 
simply jailed for indefinite periods; officials here maintain 
that the actions were legal, were carried out under 
emergency powers voted by Parliament, were on the 
signed order of the then secretary of state after probable 
cause for the action was shown, and that an appeals 
procedure was available to all prisoners. 


But, as one official admitted, internment was not only 
“‘a disaster internationally,’’ but had the unexpected 
result of making the IRA men taken into custody ‘‘the 
very political prisoners they said they were and we said 
they weren’t.”’ 


PRESENTLY, HE added, Northern Ireland’s adult 
prison population of about 2,000 persons is 57 pércent 
Catholic, 43 percent Protestant; of that total, about half 
are in the cellular ‘‘H-blocks’’ at the Maze. Given the 
disproportionate amount of Catholic paramilitary activity 
(in 1981, Catholics committed 689 known incidents to 41 
for their Protestant counterparts), the prison population 
could hardly be called unduly Catholic. 


That most paramilitaries come from Catholic 
communities results in the higher incidence of police 
activity there, acknowledged Superintendent Wilson. He 
also acknowledged the need for more Catholics on the 
force, ‘‘But given the circumstances, that’s impossible.’’ 


Of three Catholics recruited in West Belfast during the 
period 1971-1975, he noted, none are left; two quit 
because of pressure on their families, and the third was 
shot to death as he washed his car. That the RUC is in 
any way biased, he added, is ‘‘totally and completely 
untrue.”’ 


AS MORE than one official here said, the terrorism of 
the paramilitary groups might seem ‘‘romantic’’ from a 
distance — ‘‘the kind of things you sing about in patriotic 
songs,’’ said one. But to actually see their victims, said 
another, who might have had the skin peeled off one arm 
or a kneecap shattered with an electric drill, changes the 
perspective. : 

And it is precisely the problems of perspective and 
perception, said an official in the Northern Ireland Office 
at Stormont Castle, that has hurt Northern Ireland’s 
image abroad. 


“‘Ninety-nine percent of the people go to work or send 
their children off to school without incident,’’ he said. 
Which is true. Only the newspaper headlines and the 
military patrols serve as visible reminders to most people 
of the deep divisions within Northern Ireland; tragic 
divisions which, for the most part, fortunately never go 
beyond the talking stage. 


BUT IF THERE is one concern shared by both the 
government and the Church here, it is that Ulster’s young 
people, facing high unemployment and a bleak future, 
will be susceptible to the attractions and the excitement of 
the paramilitaries on both sides. 


The paramilitaries recruit perhaps three out of 10,000 
people here, an incredibly low number given Northern 
Ireland’s social and economic problems. But their ability 
to capture the headlines remains sadly out of proportion 
to the actual damage they do.

New saint was veteran missionary 


It is not often that a saint’s own words 
can be quoted as they appeared in 
comparatively modern journalistic terms. 
But the world’s latest official saint, St. 
Maximilian Kolbe, was a veteran missionary 
before he died in a Nazi concentration camp, 
the notorious Auschwitz, in 1941. He gave 
his life for another prisoner. 


His record of missionary achievement is 
stamped large over the Orient, and 
particularly Japan. He established a monthly 
periodical called ‘The Knight of Mary 
Immaculate’ (’‘Mugenzai no sibo no Koski’’) 
and the official papal newspaper in Rome, 
“L’Osservatore Romano’ published a front 
page story about St. Maximilian’s publishing 
venture. This was in 1933, when many 
Polish missionaries — Conventual 
Franciscans like the new saint — were busy 
carrying the word to Nagasaki, Tokyo and 
other cities whose names are perhaps better 
known since World War II. 


St. Maximilian, then known simply as 
Father Maximilian, told the newpaper, ‘The 
Japanese are avid readers and the pagans to 
whom the magazine is sent are very happy 
to receive it. They read it, meditate on its 
contents and write about it, asking 
questions on what they have read and 
wanting to know more about religion. They

are then directed to the nearest mission and 
grace does the rest.” 


Father’s Kolbe’s passionate love for Mary 
Immaculate gave him an apostolic and 
missionary dynamism, which he exercised 
primarily through the press. In the 30’s, 
when Fr. Kolbe’s missionary endeavors were 
growing constantly, the population of Japan 
was 63,000,000 and Catholics numbered a 
mere 92,000, of whom 50,000 were in the 
city of Nagasaki, which later became the 
sight of the first atomic bomb to be dropped 
in any war. 


St. Maximilian, or Father Kolbe, had the 
satisfaction of seeing a minor seminary 
erected and opened in Nagasaki in April, 
1936, with 16 young men studying for the 
priesthood. But a month later the 
missionary-saint was to leave Japan as a 
delegate for the Franciscan Chapter 
meeting, never to return. His earthly course 
ended in the concentration camp of 
Auschwitz on August 14, 1941. The 
Japanese were among many to mourn their 
beloved ‘Father Korube’’. As celebration of 
the 50th anniversary of the arrival of Father 
Kolbe in Japan, the Conventual Franciscans 
opened their mission in Kerala, India, in 
1980. 


So the work continues, with another 
missionary saint to help.
